We had pressed the enemy for miles

For some distance we moved down in 
the line of battle, tho bands enlivening 
the martial scene. Grandly the whole 
line swept forward, and, clearing our 
front of a thin line of Imttla of the 
enemy we for the first time caught a. 
Klimpse of what was in our front. A 
single glance was sufficient to understand 
the whole scene and position. From 
rip-lit to left in a semi-circle the enemy 
were intrenched behind massive fortifica- 
tions, with head logs aud abattis, mak- 
ing a line one and a halt miles m length, 
each flank resting ou the river. Hood K 
army moved forward in splendid order, 
every brigade, regiment and company 
led by its commander.

plain of half a mile, with no impediment 
to secure a direct aim, onward we moved, 
and as Loweicg pressed forward on the 
right a wild yell awoke the echoes ot 
Harpeth, which, lingering, was caught 
up by Cleburne aud Urown, and renewed 
itselt ou the loft as Hates' uieu replied in 
thunderous chorus.

Tuited States CommiBsioners. 
There 


re the United States Commissioners ot 
Agriculture, Customs, Educations, 1 ish- 


ries General Land Cilice, Indian At- 
iiirs, Internal Revenue, Patents, 1 en- 
ions, diplomatic 
commissioueis and 


ommissiouers appointed by district and 
ircuit courts. All of these, except the 
district and circuit court commissioners, 
ire appointed by the President, with the 
advice and consent of the Senate. When 
the term United States Commissioner is 
used without any qualifying word, it is 
understood to refer to a Commissioner ol a 
UnitedStates Circuit Court.appomted un- 
der section f.27,chapter vi. ,of the Revised 
Statutes. The power and duties of such 
an officer are numerous and important. 
Tho following are some of them : 1 o 
institute prosecutions for violations of 
civil rights laws; to grant warrants to 
internal revenue officers to search prem- 
ises in certain cases ; to apprehend 
fugitives from justice ; to enforce awards 
of foreign consuls in differences between 
captains and crews ; to summon masters 
of vessels in cases of seamen's wages ; 
to issue warrants for arrest of foreign 
seamen in certain cases ; to imprison or 
bail offenders against United Stateslaws ; 
to discharge poor convicts sentenced l.y 
any court of the United States to pay a 
fine, or tine aud costs, upon his taking 
oath alter he has been confined thirty 
days, that he is unable to pay; to ad- 
minister oaths and take acknowledge- 
ments of the execution of various legal 
instruments. 
A most important function 


of these commissioners is to enforce 
observance of the laws concerninK or 
affecting the election ot the I'resident 
and Vice-resident ot the United Stati s 
and Congressional Uepicscnlatives and 
Delegates.
